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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN,  of  the 
ETARTE'QRTH  kURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  report  on  the  health 
of  the  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1963. 

The  mid-year  population,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General, 
was  4,130  a  decrease  of  290  on  that  for  the  year  1964. 

The  total  number  of  births  was  76,  there  being  2  deaths  of 
children  under  one  year  of  age,  and  no  maternal  deaths  during  the 
year  under'  review. 

Deaths  totalled  42  (54  in  1964)  giving  a  death  rate  of  10.26 
which  is  lower  than  that  for  Ifigland  and  bales  at  11.5. 

Principal  causes  of  deaths  were  -  19  heart  diseases  (16  in  1964), 
4  from  cancer  (6  in  1964),  13  from  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous 
system  (13  in  1964)  and  6  from  respiratory  disease  other  than 
tuberculosis. 

30  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified  during  the  year, 
compared  with  13  in  1964,  26  being  measles,  and  4  Dysentery  cases. 

There  was  one  notification  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  the 
District  during  the  year. 

LEVERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL.  H CUEING  AND  RITE a  SUPPLY 

These  matters  are  dealt  with  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
in  his  report  which  follows  at  the  end  of  my  report.  I  would  like 
to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  gratitude  to  him  and 
other  Members  of  his  staff  for  their  co-operation  and  help.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

A  scavenging  service  continued  to  operate  throughout  the  area 
--during  1965 •  -  Only  a  small  number  of  the  most  remote  and  inaccessible 
properties  were  not  served.  A  weekly  collection  is  provided  for  almost 
all  premises,  although  a  few  of  the  farmsteads  lying  outside  the  main 
centres  of  population  are  only  visited  fortnightly. 

All  refuse  is  conveyed  to  one  refuse  tip  which  is  situated  near 
the  village  of  Mickle ton;  unfortunately  this  is  at  one  end  of  the 
district  but  the  journeys  have  been  so  arranged  as  to  minimise  the  aead 
mileage.  So  far  as  is  possible  controlled  tipping  is  carried  out  in 
accordance  with  Ministry  of-  Health  Recommendations. 


Che  rear  loading  vehicle  and  one  side  loading  vehicle  are  regularly 
used  on  the  service  together  with  five  men,  and  one  old  vehicle  is  kept 
available  for  emergency  use.  The  annual  cost  of  the  service  is  £5,301.

Three  privately  owned  slaughterhouses  are  registered  and  451 
visits  for  meat  inspection  were  made  during  the  year.

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CAKAVAh  SITES 

The  total  number  of  licensed  sites  at  the  end  of  the  year  1965  was 
27.  With  one  exception  these  are  sites  for  very  small  numbers  of  caravans 
(less  than  five)  and  little  difficulty  is  experienced  in  their  control. 

One  large  site  at  Startforth  accommodated  a  maximum  of  200  caravans 
during  the  year.  This  site  provides  holiday  accommodation  only  -  no 
residential  vans  are  permitted.  The  standare  of  cleanliness  is  very  high 
and  no  difficulty  is  experienced  in  enforcing  the  licence  conaitions  on  the 
site . 

SEWBAAOB  AM)  BBWAG-E  DISPOSAL 

The  Council  n aw  possess  satisfactory  sewerage  systems  at  Cotherstone, 
Komalakirk,  Mickleton,  Barningham,  Startforth,  Bowes,  and  Eoldron; 
the  two  latter  being  commissioned  during  tne  year. 

Gvington,  Hutton  Nagna  and  Lartington  remain  outstanding  and 
preparatory  work  is  in  hand  for  these. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supplies  throughout  the  area  are  under  the  control  of  the 
Tee's  Valley  and  Cleveland  Water  Board  and  no  difficulties  of  operation 
were  experienced  during  the  year.  Because  of  the  comparatively  low 
yield  from  the  bore  hole  supply  at  Bowes  the  Water  Board  indicated 
during  the  year  that  they  were  not  prepared  to  afford  a  supply  of 
water  to  any  further  consumers.  They  have  been  asked  to  take— action 
to  remedy  this  difficulty  and  they  are  preparing  plans  to  this  effect. 

A  total  of  4-7  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
during  the  year;  of  these  21  were  unsatisfactory,  largely  from  private 
supplies.  Advice  as  to  remedial  measures  was  offered  in  these  latter 
cases. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  the  Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland  Water 
Board  carry  ou!fc  regular  routine  examinations  of  all  the  supplies  under 
their  control  both  bacteriologically  and  chemically.  No  chemical  analyses 
have  been  made  on  samples  taken  by  the  department  and  I  am  indebted  to 
the  Water  Board's  Chemist  for  the  information  given  overleaf  which 
represents  the  average  figure  of  a  number  of  chemical  analyses  of  the 
public  supplies.  Figures  given  are  expressed  as  parts  per  million 
excepi  where  otherwise  stated. 

939  houses  are  connected  to  the  public  mains  in  the  area  and  a 
total  of  544  one  depene’e  t  on  private  supplies  of  varying  sorts, 
primarily  springs. 
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HOJSLNG 


The  Council  owns  eighty-six  houses,,  and  24  bungalows. 

Farther  consideration  was  given  euring  the  year  to  the  erection 
of  additional  houses  at  Startforth  ana  it  was  decided  to  postpone- 
action  until  financial  considerations  permitted  the  erection  of 
houses  wiiich  could  be  offered  to  prospective  tenants  at  rents  within 
the  reach  of  the  comparatively  low-paid  rural  workers  in  the  area.  ' 

During  the  year  applications  have  been  approved  for  both  standard 
and  discretionary  grants.  42  standard  grants  were  approved  and  8 
discretionary  grants.  The  total  number  of  grants  approved  since  the 
introduction  of  tne  schemes  is  238.  The  average  figure  paid  during 
the.  year  for  Standard  Grants  was  £88  and'  for  Discretionary  Grants  <£270. 

In  view  of  the  small  local  building  force  available  it  is  felt  that 
progress  with  improvement  schemes  is  satisfactory. 

KGDENT  CONTROL 

During  the  year  a  total  of  13  treatments  for  the  elimination  of  rats 
and  mice  was  carried  out  using  tne  principle  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.
